The Lost Art 


“For he that is mighty hath done to me 
great things; and holy is his name” (Luke 
1: 49). 


ARY’S glorious song can be echoed 
M by every true believer. Earthly cir- 

cumstances may seemingly contra- 
dict, but when we lift our eyes from the 
temporal to the eternal,-we can each say, 
“He that is mighty hath done to me great 
things.” The path of the just is a well 
trodden one, often traversed under 
shadowed, temporal circumstances. John 
the Baptist commenced his ministry in a 
desert and consummated it in a dungeon. 
Joseph was humiliated for long years in 
prison before he was honored in a palace. 
The three men, Hananiah, Mishael, and 
Azariah passed through a fiery furnace on 
the way to final favor. Daniel dared the 
lions’ den and became the “man greatly 
beloved,” the man in whom God delighted. 
God challenged the Devil over Job, and the 


this consecrated child of God, which was 
Paul’s longing: “having a desire to depart, 
and to be with Christ; which is far better.” 
Yet it seemed to the Mission workers in 
Belgium and America that for Mrs, Norton 
“to abide in the flesh” was “more needful” 
for the work.

Gentile patriarch, passing through the cru- 
cible, passed into a richer communion with 
God and was crowned with God’s outpoured 
blessing. Paul endured slander, suspicion, 
and the deep, deep grief and gloom of 
scourging and prison, but through Christ 
gained the victory, and was granted the 
vision of unspeakable glory. And our 
blessed Lord, who condescended to the 
cradle, was crucified on the cross. 

Such, then, is the path of the just “that 
shineth more and more unto the perfect 
day.” And in that perfect and eternal day 
—for there is no night there—we shall 
enter into the full realization of the great 
things the mighty God has done for us. 
But it is in the shadow that we are tempted 
by self and Satan to belittle God’s work 
for us, and fail to look off to the eternal 
sunshine. 

It is therefore essential for our spiritual 
well-being to give ourselves to definite rec- 
ollection and contemplation of God’s match- 
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less grace for us, and in us, that we may 
sing our songs in the night. As we turn 
to the Books of Exodus and Numbers, and 
view the mighty acts of God on’behalf of 
his beloved people Israel, we shudder to 
think that we should grieve him by mur- 
muring as they so often did. We are 
pierced to the heart at the thought that 
our life story written out should be a 
tale of rebellion and ingratitude toward 
God. ; 

How necessary then to give ourselves 
to the deliberate process of recollection, 
taking pains to make it a habit, and so 
deepen and strengthen our spiritual life. 
Some one has said that meditation is a 
lost art, and it is to be feared that this is 
true. The world’s rush seems to have 
so captured believers that they are not 
willing to make time for quiet meditation, 
and prefer rushing hither and thither to 
meetings. But the multiplicity of meetings 
has not issued in multiplied spiritual 
strength for the Church of God. There 
is no time to dwell deep. 


The idea abroad at present seems to be 
that meditation is mere dreaming and does 
not involve work, but such is an erroneous 
conception. No true knowledge of or com- 
munion with God is vouchsafed, and no real 
apprehension of the Holy Scriptures ob- 
tained, without meditation, which is real 
work, and such meditation is only developed 
by work. “How will men venture for 
gold! And shall we not spend and be 
spent for that which is more precious than 
the gold of Ophir? By medifation we 
suck out the quintessence of a promise. 
The poets say the top of Olympus was 
always quiet and serene. It is hard climb- 
ing up the rocky hill of meditation, but 
when we arrive at the top there is a pleas- 
ant prospect, and we shall sometimes think 
ourselves even in Heaven. By holy medi- 
tation the soul doth as it were breakfast 
with God every morning. What hidden 
manna doth the soul taste now! How 
sweet are the visits of God’s Spirit!” So 
wrote a saint of old. Yes, “it is hard 
climbing up the rocky hill of meditation,” 
and it seems few are willing to give them- 
selves to the toil. But it is only from 
that eminence that we can clearly view 
the mighty God, and the great things he 
has done for us. 


That prince of preachers, C. H. Spur- 
geon, truly said: “He that doth not medi- 
tate on the Word of God doth not love 
it; but the Christian finds it divinely sweet 
in his hours of retirement and leisure to 
think upon the great things of God. The 
doctrires of grace are like ‘butter in a 
lordly dish’ to the heir of Heaven. His 
spirit is sometimes ravished when he looks 
back upon the things of God, or forward 
to the future glories that are prepared for 
them that love him. To the Christian, 
meditation on the Gospel is no dry and 
stale thing. Lodge him in a vast wilder- 
ness; he would think it no tedious place 
if he might have Christ with him. Give 
him his Bible, and he needs no better 
library ; give him God’s Spirit, and he needs 
no better tutor. Oh, how sweet medita- 
tion is to the believer! We have put our 
lips to the well of divine love, and thought 
we could drink it dry at a draught; but 
we have been drinking on still, lost in won- 
der, swallowed up in praise, and exulting 
with joy unspeakable and full of glory!” 
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Meditation, then, in dependence upon the 
Holy Spirit, is real work, and inseparable 
from meditation is the work of prayer, and 
the real toil of digging into our inex- 
haustible Bible. Only thus can we enter 
into the deep realization of the work of 
God, and our life brought into right rela- 
tionship with him whose name is holy. 

God has done a great thing for us in 
giving us our precious Bible. It is a glo- 
rious and wonderful truth that God has 
spoken. Our God is not a silent God. In 
his blessed Word he has spoken out his 
great heart of love. What marvelous con- 
descending love is this! But we must re- 
member that if there had been no redemp- 
tion for fallen mankind there would have 
been no revelation. Had there been no 
Lamb slain, no utterance would have come 
forth to guilty, ruined man. Here, then, 
is a fact full of awe. To those who have 
sinned against him, God comes out and 
declares his infinite love, compassion, and 
mercy. When the glory of this fact that 
God has spoken grips our hearts, then it 
is that we esteem meditation upon his Word 
an inestimable privilege. 

In this work of spiritual inquiry, judg- 
ment, and recollection, there is wrought in 
us that essential humility, reverence, and 
awe as we contemplate God in. all his 
majesty. And as our thoughts are turned 
upon his wondrous grace, and the gift of 
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his grace, the Lord Jesus Christ, in whom 
we have been brought into the sublime 
relationship with himself whereby we call 
him our Father, what peace and joy, what 
comfort and sweetness of communion this 
brings to our souls! Girding up the loins 
of our mind for this work of holy medita- 
tion, as we gaze upon that wondrous ex- 
hibition of the grace of God, “God manifest 
in the flesh,” and recollect the mystery of 
his nature, the glory of his Person, the 
great work of his atonement, his exaltation 
and headship over the Church; the blessed 
work of his High Priesthood and inter- 
cession, and the mystery and marvel of 
our union with him, we are enabled to 
enter into and grasp our spiritual and eter- 
nal riches. Thus is spiritual growth as- 
sured, communion deepened, faith strength- 
ened and fortified against false doctrines, 
and thus are we able to affirm, amid trials 
and tribulations, that “our light affliction, 
which is but for a moment, worketh for us 
a far more exceeding and eternal weight of 
glory.” In sunshine or shadow, our song 
arises: “He that is mighty hath done to 
me great things; and holy is his name.” 
“God loves to be longed for, He longs to be 
sought, 
For He sought us Himself with such 
longing and love; 
He died for desire of us, marvelous thought ! 


And He yearns for us now to be with 
Him above.” ; 
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Did Jacob Bargain with God? 


Not long ago I heard a minister teach 
a Sunday school class. His subject was, 
“The Man Who Made a Bargain with God,” 
and his Scripture for the lesson was Jacob 
at Bethel, Genesis 28: 10-22. 


It is customary, I think, for those refer- 
ring to this incident in Jacob’s life to re- 
gard his vow as bargaining with God. Was 
Jacob really bargaining with God? I should 
like to get your thought in your Notes on 
Open Letters—A Massachusetts reader. 

It was at Bethel that Jacob, fleeing 
for his life from Esau, had his divinely 
given dream of “a ladder set up on the 
earth, and the top of it reached to heaven: 
and behold the angels of God ascending and 
descending on it.” God spoke to him in 
this dream, saying: “I am the Lord God 
of Abraham thy father, and the God of 
Isaac: the land whereon thou liest, to thee 
will I give it, and to thy seed; and thy 
seed shall be as the dust of the earth, and 
thou shalt spread abroad to the west, and 
to the east, and to the north, and to the 
south: and in thee and in thy seed shall 
all the families of the earth be blessed. 
And, behold, I am with thee, and will keep 
thee in all places whither thou goest, and 
will bring thee again into this land; for 
I will not leave thee, until I have done 
that which I have spoken to thee of.” 

When Jacob rose up early the next morn- 
ing, recognizing that the Lord was in that 
place, he set up a stone “for a pillar, and 
poured oil upon the top of it,” and “he 
called the name of that place Beth-el.” 
Then came the vow: 


If God will be with me, and will keep me 
in this way that I go, and will give me 
bread to eat, and raiment to put on, so that 


I come again to my father’s house in peace; 
then shall the Lord be my God: and this 
stone, which I have set for a pillar, shall 
be God’s house: and of all that thou shalt 
give me I will surely give the tenth unto 
thee. 

It seems in keeping with the facts to 
speak of this vow by Jacob as a bargain 
he made with God. God had made Jacob 
a promise, had declared a divine covenant, 
concerning certain great and mighty bless- 
ings that God pledged himself to bring upon 
Jacob and his descendants forever. There 
were no conditions attached to this cove- 
nant of God; it was an outright and uncon- 
ditional promise, the fulfillment of which 
depended wholly upon God and not at all 
upon anything Jacob might or might not do. 

But Jacob, in his response, made certain 
conditions, thus making a bargain with 
God. God had pledged his divine and irre- 
vocable word to bring Jacob back again 
into the land of his fathers, and to give 
that land to Jacob and his seed. God had 
promised to keep Jacob wherever he went 
—that meant that God would provide for 
Jacob and protect him. 

How faltering, how unworthy and dis- 
trustful, is‘ Jacob’s response! Jacob says 
in effect that if God really keeps His 
word, then he, Jacob, will let God be his 
God, and he will give God a tenth of all 
that God gives him. 

That big, ugly “If’ is what makes a 
bargain of Jacob’s vow, and, worse still, 
it shows Jacoh’s doubt. Later on Jacob 
emerged from his doubting and bargaining 
attitude and took higher ground; and his 
name was changed from Jacob, ‘“Sup- 
planter,” to Israel, “A prince of (or with) 
God.”

have said: “Lord, thou didst deliver 

Elijah from the hand of Ahab, why dost 

thou leave me thus in the hand of 
Herod? Why did Elijah go up to Heaven 
in triumph without dying, whereas I must 
die, a victim of the hatred of this second 
Jezebel?” But he never murmured; if he 
did not understand God’s dealings with 
him, he accepted them without question. 
Grace was doubtless given him to say in 
his heart, like Him whom he preceded in 
the path of suffering: “Not my will, but 
thine, be done.” 

Sometimes the Lord is pleased to give 
his children, by his Holy Spirit, the in- 
ward assurance that they will receive what 
they ask in prayer. Most certainly miracles 
abound in the history of the Church and in 
the experience of God’s servants; but we 
must always recognize the sovereignty of 
God. He has reasons for refusing some 
requests, and such refusals do not neces- 
sarily imply that there is unfaithfulness in 
the life of the one who prays: “That I 
should not be exalted overmuch,” writes 
Paul, “there was given to me a thorn in 
the flesh, a messenger of Satan to buffet 
‘me, that I should not be exalted overmuch. 
Concerning this thing I besought the Lord 
thrice, that it might depart from me. And 
he hath said unto me, My grace is suffi- 
cient for thee: for my power is made per- 
fect in weakness” (2 Cor.’12: 7-10).

Is Medicine Contrary to the Gospel? 


It is therefore contrary to the Word 
of God to pretend that all sickness that is 
not healed in answer to prayer is an in- 
dication of lack of faith or of the presence 
of some secret sin. It is also contrary to 
the Word to use means resembling hypno- 
tism in order to perform acts of healing 
or other miracles. The Lord used some- 
times to touch sick people, but never 
roughly, none of his actions were at all 
like heathen magic; nothing in Scripture 
condemns the use of natural means for 
maintaining or recovering a normal state 
of health. If the medical profession had 
been contrary to the Gospel in any sense, 
would Paul have. spoken of Luke as “the 
beloved physician”? Would he have given 
medical advice to Timothy? (1 Tim. 5: 
23.) 

The bodily sufferings of God’s children 
are not necessarily or always taken away, 
but the nature of these sufferings is 
changed, through Christ’s death. Suffer- 
ing is no longer punishment, for Christ 
bore our punishment instead of us once for 
all; but by our faith in the crucified One, 
our suffering becomes a “fellowship of his 
sufferings.” 

The lives of these two Elijahs, so dif- 
ferent from each other, both show that the 
Law is powerless to convert a soul. Neither 
of these two great prophets was able to 
turn the vast mass of the people to God. 
John, however, who did no sign, saw 


Ye fearful saints, fresh courage take; 
The clouds ye so h dread 

Are big with mercy, and shall break 
In blessings on your head. 


Judge not the Lord by feeble sense, 
But trust Him for His grace; 
Behind a frowning providence 
He hides a smiling face. 





So wrote William Cowper, the poet, 
who passed through such fearful 
depths of depression and yet who gave 
us, in his moments of triumph, some 
of our sweetest Scriptural hymns. The 
last days of John the Baptist’s early 
life were shrouded in darkness and 
God did not see fit to take him to be 
with himself in the same way as he 
had taken Elijah. 


In this closing article of his series 
on The Two Elijahs, Pastor Saillens, 
the Director of the Bible Institute at 
Nogent-sur-Marne, in France, draws 
beautiful lessons from the great differ- 
ences in the careers of these two men 
of God. There is a wealth of com- 
fort in this discerning study for God’s 
people in these trying days. 








greater spiritual results than Elijah with 
his miracles, The Roman Church abounds 
in miracles, true or false; but she does not 
abound, for all that, in transformed lives, 
holy and consecrated. Her miracles hide 
the great miracle, which is the absolute and 
free justification of the sinner by the risen 
Lord. 

Both Elijah and John accomplished faith- 
fully the work to which the Lord had called 
them, though in very different ways. Both 
rejoice now in the presence of him whose 
coming they had prepared; they are in 
the glorious company of apostles and 
prophets of the New Covenant, such men as 
Polycarp, Tertullian, Athanasius, Augus- 
tine, Jerome; of all the believers of the 
Middle Ages, such as Peter Valdo and 
Peter. de Bruys; of the Reformers, Luther, 
Calvin, Farel; of all the true saints, though 
many may be uncanonized, such as Blaise 
Pascal and the holy women of Port Royal; 
of such men as Bunyan, Wesley, Finney, 
Felix Neff, Spurgeon, Moody; they are 
with the missionaries, Judson, Carey, Liv- 
ingstone, Hudson Taylor, Coillard; and 
all evangelists, preachers, and colporteurs, 
who, without doing any striking signs and 
wonders, were themselves living miracles, 
and have won millions of souls for Christ 
by their faithful witness. 


Two Aspects of the Cross 


One other question: Since John the 
Baptist received from the Lord such high 
praise: “much more than a prophet”! why 
in the same sentence does He place above 
him “he that is but little in the kingdom of 
heaven”? Ah! it is because neither John 


nor Elijah, nor any other of the prophets 
of old saw in their lifetime the uplifted 
aS cross ! 


They foresaw it more or less 








clearly; “The Spirit of Christ which was 
in them . . . testified beforehand the suf- 
ferings of Christ, and the glories that 
should follow them” (1 Pet. 1:11). John 
the Baptist came nearer to the cross than 
any other of the Lord’s forerunners but 
to foresee is not to sce. We, Christian be- 
lievers, can say with John ‘the apostle: 
“That which we have heard, that which we 
have seen with our eyes, that which we be- 
held, and, our hands handled, concerning 
the Word of life’ (1 John 1:1). The 
least of believers under the New Covenant 
is greater than any under the old, through 
the abundant proof we have in the Scrip- 
tures, and by the witness of the Holy 
Spirit, of the authenticity of Christ’s re- 
demptive work. The thief crucified beside 
his Saviour saw the Lamb of God more 
clearly than John the Baptist had ever 
seen him; and the least and most ignorant 
of our brethren who have been called into 
the heavenly glory, know more today than 
any doctor, pastor, or professor of theology 
on earth. 


Miracles in the Old and New Testaments 


The apostles and Christians of the primi- 
tive Church worked miracles, but none of 
these miracles equalled those recorded in 
the Old Testament which Moses, Joshua, 
and Elijah wrought. The greatness of the 
early Christians was not, therefore, because 
they had more powerful gifts, but because 
they had seen the risen One. They never 
turned their gifts to their own advantage, 
and they did not always have them in the 
same measure. “Stephen, full of grace and 
power, wrought great wonders and signs 
among the people.” He helped on, in this 
way, the establishment of the Church at 
a time when there were no written records 
of the New Testament, which later made 
these signs less important. But Stephen 
was not miraculously delivered from death; 
he was stoned. The miracle was that they 
“saw his face as it had been the face ‘of an 
angel”; that he was able to pray for his 
murderers; that he saw “the heavens 
opened, and the Son of man standing on 
the right hand of God.” Was his end not 
as grand as, if not grander than, Elijah’s? 

It seems to me that what the Lord wants 
of us, more than anything else, at this time, 
is that we should be ready to suffer for 
the name of Christ. 

What part of the Church of Christ. today 
is the most glorious in the sight of God 
and his angels? Is it not the church be- 
neath the cross, in Russia especially, but 
elsewhere too? Is not “the patience of the 
saints” the greatest of all miracles? Strip- 
ped of all possessions, bound down by 
grievous labor, deprived of food, herded 
together like cattle in foul quarters, for- 
bidden even their Bibles, prevented from 
meeting in groups even of two or three for 
prayer —those of whom the world is not 
worthy! And shall we be anaemic Chris- 
tians and ask for sensational manifestations 
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to be kept in the faith in such times as 
these? 

Is not the supernatural constancy of 
our persecuted brethren a greater miracle 
than all the miracles of Lourdes—or of 
any other place? Let us pray for them; 
and let us pray, too, for their persecutors! 
No miracle will convert such men as these, 
for they know of the Scriptures; “they have 
Moses and the prophets,” they have the 
Gospel! But perhaps there is a Saul of 
Tarsus among them who may be touched 
and converted by the sight of some dying 
Stephen! 

Let us repeat with faith, with thanksgiv- 
ing, and with holy enthusiasm, the trium- 


phal hymn of the great apostle: “What 
then shall we say to these things? If God 
be for us, who is against us? He that 


spared not his own Son, but delivered him 
up for us all, how shall he not -also with 
him freely give us all things? Who shall 
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lay anything to the charge of God’s elect? 
It is God that justifieth; who is he that 
condemneth? It is Christ Jesus that died, 
yea rather, that was raised from the dead, 
who is at the right hand of God, who also 
maketh intercession for us. Who shall 
separate us from the love of Christ? shall 
tribulation, or anguish, or persecution, or 
famine, or nakedness, or peril, or sword? 
Even as it is written, For thy sake we are 
killed all the day long; we were accounted 
as sheep for the slaughter. Nay, in all these 
things we are more than conquerors through 
him that loved us. For I am persuaded, 
that neither death, nor life, nor angels, nor 
principalities, nor things present, nor things 
to come, nor powers, nor height, nor depth, 
nor any other creature, shall be able to 
separate us from the love of God, which 
is in Christ Jesus our Lord” (Rom. 8: 
31-39).

LUE Monday? Not a bit of it! 
What if the sky is cloudy and 
gray? The clothes are washed, and 
before they are ready to iron I can tell 
how my heart was stirred in our Pri- 
mary Department yesterday. 

The superintendent: came a_ half-hour 
early, on a dismal morning, to the room 
she had prepared on Saturday afternoon. 
The music stood opened on the piano, ready 
for the player, and the leader’s desk had 
the necessary booklets, bell, crayons, bank, 
and candles grouped around a Bible which 
was lying opened to the Uniform Lesson 
for the day. 

Soon the children arrived, the first pupil 
having left home an hour earlier to travel 
by bus, and the atmosphere brightened 
with friendly greetings. The children 
found their chairs, sought out their pearl 
chains, which gave credit for Bible mem- 
orizing, or gazed at some colored card- 
board circles to find their names arhong 
those listed for recognition of Bible read- 
ing done at home. 

A surprise feature was the coming of a 
mother with her first-year-Primary daugh- 
ter, who in two weeks had memorized the 
Ten Commandments and wanted the min- 
ister, also, to hear her repeat them. So 
superintendent, mother, and child went to- 
gether to the pastor’s study to share the 
surprise with him. 

Other memory work repeated consisted 
of the Twenty-third Psalm, the hymn, 
“Jesus Loves Me,” and the Decalogue, 
learned by two other pupils. 

The session began promptly at 9.50 A. M., 
and the atmosphere of friendly affection, 
eager expectation, and gladness was changed 
only by the addition of quietness and rév- 
erence.

About forty children were present, and 
nine out of ten teachers, the remaining one 
being on an ocean voyage. The visitors

Following the opening song, the pupils 
joined in the Lord’s Prayer, after which 
they sang:

At intervals the doors were opened for 
late comers, of whom there were three. 
The next song was followed by a short 
period of memory work conducted from 
the desk. The whole department is learn- 
ing “The Golden Pearl, or How to Be 
Saved.” It consists of verses of Scripture 
selected by the pastor, Frederick D. Nie- 
dermeyer, D.D., and teaches the way of 
salvation. :

The minister entered during the singing, 
and, at the first convenient moment, asked 
how many had new memorizing to report. 
Six hands were raised. Then he inquired 
how many had read the Bible aloud dur- 
ing the past week, or had had it read to 
them, and twenty-two hands were lifted. 

After commending their efforts, he dis- 
played sample copies of THE Sunpay 
ScHoot TIMEs containing an article about 
the work of our school. He recommended 
the paper for all Christian workers and 
announced the subscription price, both an- 
nual and introductory, and later a ten weeks 
subscription was ordered by a mother serv- 
ing as a substitute teacher. 
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The spirit of reverence remained ‘un- 
broken during the offering service, which 
came next. The pupils’ double-pocket en- 
velopes were placed, by classes, in larger 
envelopes, each of which was carried by a 
boy to the front of the room. The offering 
was an act of worship, and it was stirring 
to observe the intense quietness while the 
boys stood before the desk, 

“What kind of giver does God love?” 
asked the superintendent. 

“God loveth a cheerful giver,” answered 
the children. 

“What is a cheerful giver?” 

“One who is glad and happy to give.” 

The envelopes were placed in a basket, 
after all had joined in a brief prayer. 

For the appealing birthday service, a 
candle-holder was used, with nine candles, 
each lighted taper representing a year. A 
birthday bank was at hand to receive any 
pennies the children might have brought, 
but the superintendent did not mention the 
bank until some coins had been. proffered. 

This feature taught thoughtfulness for 
others, for the pupils were permitted to 
take part for some one else’s birthday. 
Seven participated, one of them for the 
pastor, born on Valentine’s day. 

After the department had sung the birth- 
day greeting, the participating children 
were allowed to blow out the candles. 
Herein they were taught to be courteous 
by permitting the girls to try first, and by 
not blowing so hard that no candle would 
be left burning for the next person to ex- 
tinguish. 

A visiting mother was so deeply im- 
pressed that she interrupted to ask if her 
six-year-old son might not have a part in 
the exercise because his great-grandmother 
was celebrating her eighty-fourth birthday. 
So some of the service was repeated to 
permit that boy thus to honor his great- 
grandmother. And, incidentally, the bank 
became a dollar richer! 

Preceding the twenty-minute lesson 
period, a season of prayer supplemented 
the prayer of the leader, who sought thus 
to encourage the children to pray aloud in 
the presence of others. She called for 
volunteers, and six responded. It was good 
to hear their sweet voices in prayer, and 
any mother would rejoice in the effect 
produced, which persisted throughout the 
session and encouraged new faith in God’s 
promise, “Train up a child in the way he 
should go: and when he is old, he will not 
depart from it.” 

At a final signal, the pupils again faced 
forward. The superintendent’s usual sum- 
mary of the lesson was omitted this time, 
and the dismissal was as orderly as any 
other part of the program. The children 
marched slowly from the room singing a 
favorite song, while the superintendent 
said good-by individually to each pupil.

The Lesson as a Whole 


By Robert C. McQuilkin, D.D. 
President Columbia Bible College 


Approach to the Lesson 


MAN once told D. L. Moody that 
A he did not believe a word of the 

Bible. ‘Oh, yes, you do,” the wise 
evangelist answered; “I can. give you a 
verse that you believe: ‘Whatsoever a 
man soweth, that shall he also reap.’” This 
is one of the Bible axioms that no one can 
dispute. Yet it is one of the truths that 
in practice is most ignored. On a national 
scale America today is trying the experi- 
ment of sowing liquor and expecting to 
reap temperance. It is not a “noble experi- 
ment.” But this temperance lesson again 
emphasizes the truth that the conquest of 
liquor is not primarily a political but a 
spiritual problem. We have studied Saul 
of Tarsus, suddenly turned from sowing 
to the flesh, and today he is our teacher 
to reveal God’s secret of sowing to the 
Spirit. 
The Historical Setting 


Paul wrote with passionate intensity to 
the Galatians, possibly in A. D. 57, to de- 
liver them from the heresy of getting back 
under the law (Gal. 1: 7-9; 4:17; 4:10, 

Pe. Ss 2ac>Os Ts). 


Verse by Verse 


Galatians 6:1.—If a man be overtaken 
in a fault. Referring to a Christian. Not 
meaning that he has been discovered by 
some one while committing a sin, but that 
he has been overcome in some temptation 
(1 Pet. 5:8). Ye which are spiritual. 
Literally, “ye, being spiritual,” as though 
he might say, “You are Christians; act in 
a Christian way.” He is not indicating 
that he divides the Christians into carnal 
and spiritual, though it is true that some 
were spiritual and some were not, like 
those overtaken in the fault. Restore such

an one in the spirit of meekness. Not as 
his judge or in a censorious spirit, nor with 
a feeling of superiority; also take for 
granted that he will be restored. Con- 
sidering thyself, lest thou also be tempted. 
Realizing that were it not for God’s grace, 
we should be in the same sin. The brother’s 
failure should be a warning to us, and our 
own liability to fall should be an incentive 
to gentleness (1 Cor. 10:12; Rom. I1: 20; 
2 Pet. 35 ys 


Verse 2.—Bear ye one another’s burdens. 
As members of the one Body (1 Cor. 12: 12, 
27). This new thought is related to 
the restoring of the offender, but goes on 
to a wider application of the truth. So 
fulfil the law of Christ. They were de- 
parting from grace, putting themselves un- 
der the law in a fatally wrong way; but he 
reminds them that there is a law of Christ, 
which does not lower ethical standards but 
raises them. See Heart of Lesson. 

Verse 3.—When he is nothing (2 Cor. 
32+ 31>. f Gor: 327 2 Cot: 4: 7): 

Verse 4.—Let every man prove his own 
work, Test it and measure it by God's 
Word and by God’s will, not comparing it 
with the work of others, not reckoning our- 
selves above them, not being discouraged 
by their greater success, and not counting 
on the praise of others (1 Cor. 3: 10-15; 
Rom, 142123 15: 16-21 1. John 3: 20,. ar: 
Acts 26: 16). 

Verse 5.—Every man shall bear his own 
burden. A different word for “burden” 
from that in verse 2; here it is a load, like 
the soldier’s individual kit; in the matter 
of standing before God to be judged of 
faithfulness, in the matter of character and 
work, each one must stand alone; also 
note the truth that none can hinder God's 
will for our lives. 

Verse 6.—Let him that is taught in the 
word. Indicating that there is a distinc- 
tion between those who are called to teach 
the Word of God and those who are taught 
(cf. Jas. 3:1, R. V.). Communicate... 


in all good things. Love and prayers and 
spiritual response are among the good 
things, but the primary refererice is prob- 
ably to material things, which will follow 
if the spiritual communication is right (1 
Cor. 9: 7-11). 


Verse 7.—Be not deceived. There is a 
connection between giving money to the 
Lord’s servants, and the matter of sowing 
and reaping (cf. 2 Cor. 9:6), but this 
opens the way for a wider truth and a 
further application. God is not mocked. 
Yet men think they are “getting by” with 
something because God seems not to heed 
their folly, and judgment is delayed (Psa. 
73: 3-20; 49:6-14; 50: 21; Luke 18:8). 

Verse 8.—Soweth to his flesh. Minding 
the things of the flesh; all that is of the 
world, all that is contrary to the Spirit, 
—lust, covetousness, and pride, is of the 
flesh (Gal. 5: 19-21; Rom. 8: 5-13; Eph. 
5: 1-7; Col. 2: 5-11). Shall... reap cor- 
ruption. A harvest that is putrid or spoiled. 
All works of the flesh, even in Christians, 
result in present corruption, and loss, and 
the end for those in the flesh is eternal 
death (cf. Rom. 8:5, 6). Reap life ever- 
lasting. Faith sows to the Spirit, works 
through love, resulting in the fruit of the 
Spirit now, and culminating in the comple- 
tion of redemption (Rom. 2:7; Rom. 8). 

Verse 9.—Let us not be weary, A con- 
stant temptation against which our Lord 
warned (Luke 18: 1-8; 1 Cor. 15:58; Psa. 
73:3, 13). In due season we shall reap. 
Carrying out the figure, indicating that in 
spiritual things also there is a time for 
sowing, and a later time for reaping (Jas. 
5:7). If we faint not. We are to endure 
to the end. If we do not, it indicates we 
were never his true sheep, or that we as 
Christians are saved but are suffering loss 
(r Cor. 3: 15: 112 28-32; Rom. 8: 17), 

Verse 10.—As we have therefore oppor- 
tunity. It will one day pass. Do good unto 
ail. Whether they become Christians or not; 
thus are we like God (Matt. 5: 43-48). 
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The household of faith. God’s house (1 
Tim. 3:15; 1 Pet. 2:5; Heb. 3:6; Eph. 
2:19; Phil. 2:3, 4). 


The Heart of the Lesson 


All of life is a sowing and a reaping. 
All of eternity will be a continued reaping, 
dnd also renewed sowing and reaping. This 
is the saddest, and also the gladdest, of 
all truths. This is the truth that makes 
God’s Book a book of faithful and fearful 
warnings, and also a book of glorious hope 
and inspiring incentives. Paul wrote Gala- 
tians as a charter of liberty for the Chris- 
tian. They were getting back into the 
bondage of law. But the true liberty is 
to be under the law of Christ. That law 
does not lower standards of righteousness, 
but raises-them. Saul of Tarsus, under 
the law, knew nothing of restoring an of- 
fender in the spirit of gentleness; his plan 
was to kill them. He knew nothing of 
bearing the burdens of others, nor of the 
humility that reckoned himself as nothing, 
nor of doing good to all men, especially 
to those of the household of faith, Now 
Paul, under grace, is teaching — and living 
—all these things. He was turned from 
sowing to the flesh, leading to death, to 
sowing to the Spirit, reaping eternal life. 
Before speaking of sowing and reaping in 
the sixth chapter, Paul has already spoken 
of the harvests of the flesh and of the Spirit 
in the fifth chapter. “The fruit of the 
Spirit is. love.” God is love. He wants 
us to be like himself. The love of God is 
shed abroad in our hearts through the 
Holy Spirit. The result is joy and peace, 
longsuffering and kindness, goodness and 
faithfulness, meekness and _ self-control. 
Against such there is no law. For love 
is the fulfilling of the law. The Gospel 
does not do away with the law, but fulfills 
it. Galatians does away with trying to 
get justified by the law, or to be made holy 
by the law, or to keep the law by self- 
effort. A new creation by the Holy Spirit 
is the message. Thus a Christian is to 
sow to the Spirit, in his dealing with 
liquor, with modern pleasures, with modern 
unbelief, with money, with Christians, with 
his own service.

of Romans. Christians, born of the Spirit, 
are to walk after the Spirit. But it is 
possible for them to mind or give atten- 
tion to the things of the flesh. Those “in 
the flesh” are unsaved, and cannot please 
God. Christians are to put to death “the 
doings of the body” (another name for 
the works of the flesh), by the power of 
the Spirit, through faith (Rom. 8: 11, 13). 

Harvests of Liquor. The old saloon, 
with its fearful sowing and its dreadful 
harvest, must never return, said the advo- 
cates of repeal. Today multiplied thousands 
of drug stores, restaurants, hotels, filling 
stations, grocery stores, beside the liquor 
shops, are sowing seeds of intemperance. 
And in the new saloons, women and young 
people are drinking as they never did in 
the old saloons. In a certain small and 
conservative city recently, Christian women 
were bemoaning the fact that the parties 
of every bride and groom in the best society 
circles ended with a large proportion of 
the guests, including the women, going 
home intoxicated. The heart-crys of wives 
and mothers are multiplying again as the 
drink demon is invading the home on a 
scale that will soon exceed the worst of 
pre-prohibition days. 


Practical and Personal Applications 


Choose the way of the Spirit. Our natural 
way is to sow to the flesh, We must be 
born of the Spirit if we would cease to 
walk after the flesh, 

Walk after the Spirit. Are we bearing 
the fruit of the Spirit (Gal. 5:22, 23), or 
fulfilling the lust of the flesh? (5:16, 19- 
21.) Since we have eternal life by the 
Spirit (5:25; 3:2), we are to live our 
daily lives, moment by moment, by the 
same power (5:25, 22, 23). 

The Christian test of the liquor traffic. 
Love is the fulfilling of the law. The liquor 
trafic is not a work of love, but of lust, 
covetousness, and pride. 

Sow to the Spirit in restoring the fallen. 
The fruit of the Spirit is longsuffering, 
kindness, meekness; and these should be 
evident in our dealing with offenders. 

Sow to the Spirit in bearing the burdens 
of others, and in doing good to all men. 

Sow to the Spirit in liberal giving of 
money to the Lord’s work (Gal. 6:6; 2 
Cor. 9: 6-11). 
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Sow to the Spirit in patient stedfastness 
in well doing. 


Sow to the Spirit in a true humility, 
reckoning ourselves as nothing. God is all, 
and it is he who gives the harvest for our 
sowing (1 Cor. 3:7).

The Busy Men's Corner

Putting on the Brakes.—If a man be 
overtaken in a fault, ye which are spiritual, 
restore such an one... lest thou also be 
tempted (Gal. 6:1). “Caught red-handed.” 
“Run down.” “Brought to book.” “Caught 
up with.” Or whatever may be your favo- 
rite term for being “dead sure,” and not 
some guess work of putting “this and that 
together,” by some gossiping scandal mon- 
ger of the Mrs. Grundy sort. 

This being a temperance lesson I am 
going to relate an incident I may have 
told before. Besides, there are always chil- 
dren: growing up into companions with 
me inthe Corner. I am always sure of 
fresh water running into the listening pool 
— young men and women who were not 
born when this Little Jack Horner took 
his seat in “The Corner” and began thumb- 
ing out plums for the Sunday school pie. 

There was a promising young business 
man in the Coatesville church whom Mrs. 
Grundy said “is drinking on the sly.” It 
was suggested — “You speak to him.” “Not 
on your life,” I said. “Wait until I see 
him under the influence of liquor. You 
don’t tackle men on mere suspicion and 
from some irresponsible say-so.” 

Then one day at early dawn on my way 
to make a train, as I passed his home I 
saw my man all rumpled up on his porch 
in a drunken sleep. That evening, since 
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he was a member of the Iron Rose Bible 
Class, I called at his home and asked to 
see him alone in his parlor, 

I then did just exactly what Paul sug- 
gests. Later the young man got into, not 
a peck of trouble, but a whole granary of 
trouble and had to flee the town. But he 
took a brace, got back, and is today an 
honored and prosperous man in the com- 
munity where he now lives. 

But here I think is the nub of the in- 
cident. He said to one of his friends, 
“When I was going to the Devil as fast 
as I could, Bill Ridgway was the only 
friend I had man enough to come to me 
and try to put on the brakes.” And then 
he. said this, — listen Mr. Moderate Drinker, 
— “My first taste of liquor was handed 
me by a church official.” (Rom. 14:15; 1 
Cor. 8:11.) 

P. S.—As I send this note to the Trmes 
the word has come to Coatesville that this 
man has just died, honored and respected 
in the town where he made his new life. 


The Sure Harvest.—Whatsoever a man 
soweth, that shall he also reap (v. 7). 
I heard Mr. Moody tell here in Coates- 
ville at one of Major Whittle’s meetings, 
how in one of his meetings in the South 
a man in the audience jumped up and cried, 

“The things in that Bible of yours are 
not true!” 

“Well,” replied Mr. Moody, “I know 
one thing in this Bible of mine that even 
an atheist like you has to admit is true. 
I will read it to you.. It is found in Gala- 
tians, sixth chapter, seventh verse. Here 
it is: “Be not deceived; God is not mocked: 
for whatsoever a man soweth, that shall 
he also reap.” 

Even a child knows if you sow corn 
you do not reap cabbage or lima beans, — 
but corn. You sow one seed and you get 
a stalk with two big ears and many grains. 
You sow drunkards, you reap drunkards. 

You sow hate, you reap hate — often the 
hate of a whole town. You sow kindness 
and love and you reap kindness and love 
— almost always the love of a whole com- 
munity. 

Years ago one of Coatesville’s most pros- 
perous hotel keepers, who when a boy had 
been in my Sunday school, said to me as 
I was urging him to get out of the busi- 
ness, “Mr. Ridgway, you needn’t slam the 
business for me. I have no better opinion 
of it than you have.” “Why then stay in 
it?” “For the money to be made,” was 
the reply. The poor fellow lost all he 
had and died in a “home” because of a 
drink-ruined body. (Hag. 2: 15.) 

From the age of seven I lived next door 
to one of the famous old taverns on the 
Lancaster Pike (now Lincoln Highway). 
Here the old Conestoga wagons and their 
rough drivers put up to get drunk and 
fight. First stop out of Philadelphia at 
the foot of Hand’s Pass. This was the 
road from the Great Valley to the high 
land. It was here Sandy Flash operated. 
Our home and shops were next door to 
the Old Midway Hotel. Aunt Kate Bair, 
the proprietor, was our neighbor. 

So we children saw the crops of misery 
and poverty that was harvested from the 
seed sown by the Midway Hotel. And 
none suffered worse than the rum sellers 
themselves. Their finishes have been too 
terrible to set dewn here. I think what 
I used to see there made me a “red hot 
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temperance young man” long before I be- 
came a Christian, I am told I was a “wild 
boy,” but there was no “oats” sowing. 
Always a “Dry.” 


The Great Weary Family.—Let us not 
be weary in well doing: for in due season 
we shall reap, if we faint not (v. 9). What 
I am curious to know is, how Paul, a mere 
man, a peripatetic preacher, strenuously en- 
gaged in being beaten and jailed, frozen 
and sweltering, starved and stoned in the 
days away back yonder in Century A. D. 1 
—yes, what I want to know is how did 
Paul come to know what is going on in 
little old Coatesville in Century A, D. 20? 
(2 Cor. If: 26.) 

“Weary in well doing.” What an aill- 
embracing phrase. Weary Walter and 
Weary Winnie, how well we know them 
both and have had annoyance and trouble 
through them. “Quitters” is the scornful 
name the Street gives them. The Plow 
Droppers they could be called. (Luke 9: 
62.) 

Weary Walter got too big for the “old 
man’s religion” and Weary Winnie’s 
mother complains, “I can’t seem to get our 
Winnie to Sunday school and church any 
more.” And both Walter and Winnie are 
now traveling fast on the C and C Line 
(Cocktails and Cards).

“Dear Mr. Rincway: Xburg, Pa. 


“‘*Winnie’ grew up in Xburg. Lived 
with her mother who was kind and in- 
dulgent because she had plenty of money 
to indulge her. Six months before she 
would finish high school she ran away 
and was married to a young man her 
mother refuses to have anything to do 
with. The girl’s husband is unemployed 
and is figuring to open a beer saloon in 
Coatesville. The mother feels terribly 
about it, but she doesn’t know what to 
do. ‘Winnie,’ as a girl, went to Sunday 
school, but drifted away. The reason I 
am writing you, Mr. Ridgway, is because 
I do not know another person in Coates- 
ville, and I know if anyone would be in- 
terested in the girl it would be you.”

7. Forgiveness, brotherhood, humility, liber- 
ality in supporting Christian work, steadfast- 
ness in good works, fellowship with the saints. 


8. Multiplying of liquor selling places, 
drinking by boys and girls and women, adver- 
tising in reputable newspapers and magazines, 
the impression that prohibition was an enemy 
and repeal a benefactor, men and women in 
high place commending ‘drinking even on the 
part of young people and women, the indif- 
ference on the part of good citizens in con- 
trast with the active zeal of liquor dealers, the 
general let-down of moral standards, endorse- 
ment of drinking by government and by promi- 
nent people.

Little Jetts Teach the Lesson

How the Lesson is Taught This Week 
Beginning: Sowing to the Spirit. 
Discussion: Lead the fellows into dividing 
into two classes the present-day activities 
of young, people— one class sowing to the 
Spirit, the other class sowing to the flesh. 


Objective: Reaping the real life. 
AY, fellows, “Be not deceived; God is 


not mocked: for whatsoever a man 
soweth, that shall he also reap.” That is 
a popular text for sermons; and well it 
may be, for it is one of the most solemn 
statements in the Bible, and a truth that 
is most universally borne out in the common 
experiences of life. But every sermon I 
ever heard on that passage of Scripture 
dealt with the tragic side of the picture. 
It is well, too, to stress that side. Sowing 
wild oats brings a harvest of tares. Sow- 
ing the wind means to reap the whirlwind. 
Sowing to bridge means a crop of gam- 
blers. Sowing to cocktail parties means a 
crop of sots and drunkards. Sowing little 
“white lies’ means a crop of liars. Sow- 
ing little deceits means a crop of defaulters, 
Little seed thoughts of impurity produce 
a crop of lust. Jails and penitentiaries are 
the garners of these crops. 

However, there is a bright side to this 
statement. Let’s take a look at it today. 
Of the ten verses in this lesson, eight of 
them present the bright side—the “sow- 
ing to the Spirit” side —and not the tragic 
side. Verse 8, first clause, is the one ex- 
ception. It is true that “God is not mocked” 
— tragically true— when one “sows to the 
flesh,” for God’s judgments are immutable; 
but it is equally true that God is not mocked 
when one sows to the Spirit, for God’s 
promises of reward for such sowing are 
also immutable, and, fellows, you can bank 
on it. 

So then, let’s consider “sowing to the 
Spirit,” what it means to do this and what 
we may expect as a result. 

Sowing to the Spirit is heeding God’s 
Word. The Holy Spirit prepared God’s 
Word — wrote it by the hands of holy men 
of old. Therefore when you search the 
Scriptures you are very definitely sowing 
to the Spirit. The Spirit has promised to 
illuminate and unfold the Scriptures to 
those who seek their truth. 

Real prayer is sowing to the Spirit. When 
you talk to God with the sincere desire 
to know and do his will, you are most 
assuredly sowing to the Spirit, and God 
has promised that he will answer. 

Going to church in the spirit of worship 
is another way in which a fellow can sow 
to the Spirit. 

Cultivating the association and compan- 
ionship of God’s servants, the believers in 
the Lord Jesus Christ, is another way to 
sow to the Spirit, for the Spirit uses the 
true followers of the Lord through whom 
to bless others. 

Serving the Lord in some definite way 
is also sowing to the Spirit. When you 
do these things you will find that your 
hands begin to be filled with God’s service, 
because in the very nature of things when 
you follow this course your heart is filled 
with a genuine love for your Lord and 
a desire to serve him. 

These are just a few of the ways a fel- 
low can sow to the Spirit.

S YOUNG people, starting out in life, 

we may as well recognize at once that 
God’s standards of success are often dia- 
metrically opposite from those that we will 
have held up before us by the world. It 
will be interesting to ask different ones 
of your young people’s group to give, in 
a sentence, what they would consider as 
spelling success in their lives. You will 
get a wide variety of answers. Some 
will say that to them success means a bet- 
ter job and a regular income. Others will 
vote for financial security or independence. 
Some will mention a place of honor and 
respect in the community. Others will 
want leadership and recognition in the line 
of their chosen vocation.

But God’s Word reminds us that these 
are all things that unbelievers seek after. 
The Lord Jesus points us higher. He said, 
“Seek ye first the kingdom of God, and 
his righteousness; and all these things shall 
be added unto you” (Matt. 6: 33). 

But can we not, as it were, carry water 
on both shoulders? Can we not seek the 
Kingdom of God on one hand, and on the 
other strive for success in business or in 
our vocations? God’s Word makes no 
such provision. Does this startle you? If 
it does, it is because you have been ac- 
customed to think of Christian things as 
one department of your life, and business 
or success as another. 

In reality, there can be only one over- 
powering ambition in your life. God does 
not want all of us to be missionaries, or 
preachers, or full-time Christian workers. 
He needs those who will be faithful and 
humble followers of Christ in the busi- 
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ness world, at the desk, at the bench, in 
the schoolroom, and elsewhere. But God 
does not have one plan for our Christian 
activities and another plan for our busi- 
ness or professional success. He tells us 
that “we are his workmanship, created in 
Christ Jesus unto good works, which God 
hath before ordained that we should walk 
in them” (Eph. 2:10). The plan that 
God has for your life and for mine is the 
best possible one that can be devised. He 
has taken into account our desires, our 
likes and dislikes, our particular qualifica- 
tions, abilities, capacities, and every pos- 
sible circumstance that could make for 
true success, and we can never be a suc- 
cess by following any plan other than the 
one God has designed for us.

This is what the Lord Jesus Christ 
meant when he said, “Seek ye the kingdom 
of God; and all these things shall be added 
unto you.” To seek the Kingdom of God 
means earnestly to seek his will in all that 
we do. 

Paul puts it in a slightly different way 
in Philippians 3 when he says, “But what 
things were gain to me, those I counted 
loss for Christ. Yea doubtless, and I 
count all things but loss for the excellency 
of the knowledge of Christ Jesus my Lord: 
for whoin I have suffered the loss of all 
things, and do count them but refuse, that 
I may win Christ, ... that I may know 
him, and the power of his resurrection, 
and the fellowship of his sufferings, be- 
ing made conformable unto his death; ... 
but I follow after, if that I may apprehend 
that for which also I am apprehended of 
Christ Jesus” (Phil. 3: 7-12). 

Do you catch a glimpse of what true 
success means, as God sees. it? It means 
to be in the very center of God’s will, no 
matter what may be the condition, or state, 
or place, in which his will puts us. And 
he has given us the assurance that, if we 
will come to him and ask him, he will tell 
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us what his will is. He will lead us un- 
erringly into the fulfillment of it, and give 
us the power to attain that for which he 
has designed us. His will may lead us to 
a place at the top of a profession, such as 
that of the great surgeon, Dr. Howard A. 
Kelly of Baltimore. It may lead to a 
simple, lowly place such as that of Sophie, 
the scrubwoman. But unless we are in the 
place God has planned for us, we cannot 
be a true success. 

Are you willing to trust yourself to 
him, to ascertain his will, and let him 
make you what he wanis you to be? If 
you are you will be a success.

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The Norwegian Government Helps 
Fight Alcoholism.—The abstinence soci- 
eties of Norway receive an annual appro- 
priation from the Government for their 
educational work against alcoholism. The 
grant for 1936 is 45,000 crowns, an increase 
of 5,000 crowns over that for 1935. For 
an alcohol commission with a permanent 
secretary, 30,000 are allotted; for anti-alco- 
hol education, 20,000. Three state inebri- 
ate asylums receive sums ranging from 1I5,- 
000 to 500,000, the last amount for the 
reconstruction of one destroyed by fire. 
Obviously, making the ounce of prevention 
save the pound of cure is wise statesman- 
ship. 


How Alcohol Leads to Acts of Criminal 
Violence.—"At a certain stage of alcoholic 
indulgence — past the stage of exhilaration,” 
said a writer in The Medical Journal of 
Australia (December 29, 1924), “there is 
a period: of irritability in which anger is 
very easily provoked, and I have more than 
once been overcome by temper and an un- 
controllable desire to strike and injure the 
object of my anger. Here there is full 
recognition of the seriousness of such an 
act, but a total indifference to its conse- 
quences, and on one occasion it was a flash- 
ing realization of the fact that I was just 
an alcoholic that prevented a very serious 
turn of events, so that instead I broke down 
completely. I am sure that it is under this 
latter heading that acts of criminal vio- 
lence under alcohol must be placed. The 
criminal is fully aware of wrongdoing, but 
is indifferent to the consequences.” 


Beer and Wine Alcoholism in European 
Countries.—“‘The delusion is prevalent, 
even among educated people who have been 
abroad, that alcoholism is practically un- 
known in foreign countries where the cafés 
and beer gardens offer a less sordid ap- 
pearance than that of the average British 
public house. No one, however, who has 
visited foreign hospitals, conversed with 
their medical staff, read the medical litera- 
ture, or observed the inhabitants, as I have 
had an opportunity of doing on many occa- 
sions, can fail to see how false such a 
view is."—Dr. J. D. Rolleston, in “Some
